| Two Presidents Cited 
| Mr. Coolidge cited two Democratic 

Presidents as precedents for his stand. 
_James Madison and Grover Cleveland. 
He pointed out that he was responsible 
_to. the people for his conduct in regard 
;to the detention or dismissal of pub- 
| lic officials and that to promote his 
own welfare he would not retain in 
Office any unfit man, nor would he 
| sacrifice any innocent man to secure 
his own advantage. His statement 
was as clear-cut and indicated as firm 
@ stand as any that Theodore Roose- 
velt or Grover Cleveland could have 
taken. 

That Mr. Coolidge had decided upon 
his line of action before the Senate 
acted was obvious, considering the 
celerity with which he answered the 
resolution. The significance of the 
President’s conduct at this time 
that he is thoroughly prepared to fol- 
low his own judgment and to abide 
by the consequences. He recognizes 
his responsibility to the people, and 
expecting. to ask for their franchises 
at the forthcoming presidential elec- 
tion, he will so act as to be able to 
go before the country on his own 
platform. 


President’s Rejoinder 

The complete statement issued by 
the President frllows: 

No official recognition can be given 
to the passage of the Senate resolu- 
tion relative to their opinion concern- 
ing members of the Cabinet or other 
officers under executive contro! 

As soon as special counsel can ad- 
vise me as to the legality of these 
leases and asemblie for me the per- 
tinent facts in the various > transac- 
tions, 1 shall take such action as 
reems essential for the full protection 
of the public interest. I shall nor 
hesitate to call for the resignation of 
anv official whose conduct [In _ this 
matter in any way warrants such 
action upon my part. The dismiss:! 
of an officer of the Government, such 
as is involved in this case, other 
than by impeachment, is exclusively 
an executive function. I regard this 
as a vital principle of our Govern- 
ment. 

In discussing this principle, Mr. 
Madison has well said: “It is laid 
down in most of the constitutions or 
bills of righfs in the Republic of 
America: it is to be found in the 
political writings of the most ce!- 
ebrated civilians, and is everywhera 
held as essential to the preservation 
of liberty, that the three great de- 
partments of Government be kept 
separate and distinct.” 


Cleveland’s Stand Cited 

President Cleveland likewise stated 
the correct principle in discussing re- 
quests and demands made by the Sen- 
ate upon him and upon different de- 
partments of the Government, in 
which he said: 

“They assume the right of the Sen- 
ate to sit in judgment upon the ex- 
ercise of my exclusive discretion and 
executive function, for which I am 
solely responsible to the people from 
whom I! have so lately received the 
sacred trust of office. 

“My oath to support and defend 
the Constitution. my duty to the peo- 
ple who have chosen me to execute 
the powers of their great office and mit 
to relinquish them, and my. duty two 
the chief magistracy which Tv must 
preserve unimpaired in all its dicnit, 
and vigor. compel me to refuse com- 
pliance with these demands.” 

The President is responsible to the 
people for his conduct relative*to the 
retention or dismissal of public of- 
ficials. I assume that responsibility, 
and the people may be assured that as 
soon as I can be advised so that ! 
may act with entire justice to all 
parties concerned and fully protect 
the public interest, I shall act. 

I do not propose to sacrifice any 
innocent man for my own. welfare. 
nor do I propose to retain in office 
any unfit man for my own welfare. 
I shall try to maintain the functions 
of the Government unimpaired, to act 
upon the evidence and the law as | 
find it. and to deal thoroughly and 
summarily with every kind of wrong- 
doing. 

In the meantime, such steps have 
been and are being taken as fully to 
protect the public interests.

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LINCOLN DAY PILGRIMAGE. FINDS 


SCOUTS AT SHRINES OF NATION 


Nearly 500,000 Men and Boys Commemorate Life of 


‘Great Emancipator’’ in 


Special from Monitor Bureau 


NEW YORK, Feb. 12—A vast pil- 
grimage by the Boy Scouts of America 
to places made famous by former 
presidents of the United States, by 
men and women honored in the Hall 
of Fame, and by outstanding pioneer 
Scouts, is being carried on today 
throughout the U ‘ited States to com- 
memorate Lincoln’s Birthday by ap- 
proximately 500,000 men. and boys 
identified with the movement in this 
country. This is the first time in 
American history, according to an an- 
nouncement from the national head- 
quarters of the Boy Scouts, presided 
over by James E. West, chief Scout 
executive, that so great a pilgrimage 
has been undertaken. 

Today’s program is the outstanding 
item of the Fourteenth Anniversary 
Week—Feb. 8 to 14—commemorating 
the founding of the Boy Scouts of 
America. At the honored shtine 
this day the youths of the Nation’ si- 
lently are renewing the Scout Oath, 
which follows: 

On my honor I will do my best: 

1. To do my duty to God and my 
country, and to obey the Scout Law; 

To help other people at all 
times: 

3. To keep myself. physically strong, 
mentally awake, and morally straight. 

A high spot of Anniversary Week 
was the investing of 1240 lads into 
the Boy Scouts of America by Mr. 
West in the Coliseum, St. Louis, Fri- 
day ‘evening, Feb. 8. That is said to 
have been the largest number of can- 
di@ates ever initiated at one time 
anywhere. In addition, more than 
4000 Scouts participated in the cere- 
monies which formed the climax of 
the: annual membership roundup, or 
Boy Scout circus in St. Louis. 

Mr. West presided at a big meeting 
of Scout officials at the Kiwanis Club, 
Kansas City, on Thursday, Feb. 7, and 
on the same day made Arthur *% 
Hyde, Governor of Misssouri, a Ten- 
derfoot Scout at Jefferson City. 


100 Broadcasting Stations Aid 


The radio program for Anniversary 
Week, it is reported, is handled by 
more than 100 broadcasting stations 
throughout the United States: In Bos- 
ton, Mass., WNAC is operating for 
that section. In New York City, where 
there are 23,000 Boy Scouts, many of 
whom own their own receiving sets, 
the programs are broadcast by WEAF 
station. WBAH at Minneapolis, Minn., 
is carrying out practically the same 
program as WEAF, while WLAG at St. 
- Paul, Minn., also has a comprehen- 
sive program. Pittsburgh, Pa., is 
served by KDKA, and in Los Angeles, 
Calif., KHJ is handling Scout programs 
for that part of the United States. 

“It seems to me,” Brig.-Gen. George 
Van Horn Moseley, wrote recently, 


“that the future of America is more} 


“{ntimately wrapped up in this great 


Boy Scout. movement than in any other | 


activity. A good Scout means one 
more good man in the making, a good 
leader in some community, a fine in- 
fluence for good.” 

A national headquarters official told 
a representative of The Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor that: 


The Boy Scouts of America is a 
fluid movement, a supplement to the 
church and school for character build- 
ing and citizenship training. It has 
been endorsed by the Federal Coun- 
cil of Churches and the Religious 
Education Association. It has been 
used by most of the religious demoni- 
nations in America. Scouting is en- 
tirely non-sectarian. The Boy Scouts 
of America maintain that no boy can 
grow into the best kind of citizenship 
without recognizing his obligation to 
God. In the first part of the Scout's 
promise the boy pledges that he will, 
on his honor, do his best to “do his 
duty to God.” 

Scouting offers the church a recrea- 
tional program that is a _ profound 
force for character building; it ac- 
cepts the leadership the ¢hurch 
selects, conducts its mectings when- 
ever possible in church property, and 
it depends upon the church to direct 
the program so that it may be a re- 
ligious expression everVY day in the 
week. 

Perhaps no other single principle in 
Scouting involves more far-reaching 
results than that the Scout does at 
least one “good turn” each day... It 
may be a small one, like picking up 
the broken glass from the gutter, or it 
may involve sacrifice at great per- 
sonal risk. But the principle of serv- 
ice is there, service great ‘or small, 
but service as a fundamental in the 
training of a Christian character— 
service and love. 


An Ally of Education 


Scouting has heen found so valu- 
able an cducational ally, that schools 
also are making use of it, and promi- 
nent educators indorse it. During 
the year 1922-23 there* were more 
than 1500 Scout troops, representing 
something more than 40,000 boys, or- 
ganized through the schools of the 
United States. The objective of scout- 
ing is the same as that of the schools— 
citizenship training 

Through developing 
and resourcefulness. scouting edu- 
cates the boy in responsibility. This 
is lifficult for the school to teach, but

it is an essential quality for every 
good citizen. The daily good turn— 
he must be sure to do it; he must 
refrain from throwing the torn paper 
in the street not because someone is 
watching but because it is the right 
thing to do. The fruit skin on the 
pavement—it is his duty to remove it 
to a proper place. Scouting corrects 
civic sluggishness. 

Every Boy Scout feels his personal 
responsibility. He serves, and through 
service comes to love what he serves, 
which is a rule as old as human experi- 
ence. Scouting has given him the inf- 
tiative to service. taught him how to 
do so, and helped him to wish to. 

A committee composed of prominent 
educators has been for the last four 
years devoting its energies to a study 
of scouting and its reiationship to the 
schools. The splendid co-operationypTf 
the school men is a gratifying feature 
of this work. In some cities, such as 
Detroit, Mich., scouting has been made 
an actual feature of the public school 
eourse. Scout rooms for the use of 
no other organization are included in 
new school buildings, and the salary of 
a scout executive is a part of the 
city budget.

Stetson. chairman of the Maine board 
of assessors, one of the five appointed

| erty in Maine, who says that $700,000. - 
000 worth of property in the State is 
exempt from taxation under the ex- 
isting statute, and “more property is 
exempt than is taxed.” 

Alleging that people in Mainé are 
overburdened with taxes, and that na 
tive -farmers are gradually being 
‘driven from the State or forced into 
the cities by present conditions, Mr 
Stetson strongly urges thorough econ- 
omy in both state and municipal oper- 
ations, particularly in respect to roads 
(and schools. 

He savs that if the people of Maine 
| want state piers and bridges over the 
‘Kennebec and million-dollar roads 
‘and the like, they must pav for them. 

but if the people are anxious for 
lighter taxes they must do withor! 
“extravagances and pledze them- 
selves to strict economy. 

He says that the valuation of prop- 
erty in the organized plantations.

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COST BOARD TELLS 
OF ITS ACTIVITIES 


Chairman Says He Believes It 
~ Has Prevented Unnecessary , 
_ Misunderstandings 


Continuation of the statistical 
work of the Special Commission on 
the Necessaries of Life, of which 
Eugene C. Hultman of Quincy is chair- 
man, in so far as it relatea_to a de- 
tailed study of and publication of the 
cost of living in Massachusetts, was 
considered today at the State House 
by the joint legislative Committee on 
Mercantile Affairs. 

Chairman Hultman told of the work 
the commission had done in the past 
five years in compiling, connoting, and 
disseminating information relative to 
the cost of living in Massachusetts, 
and he declared that he believed that 
in doing this the commission had 
“prevented unnecessary misunder- 
standings between Capita] and Labor 
and unsound political controversies. 

In part, Chairman Hultman said: 

The cost of living index is based 
upon retail prices, 1913 representing - 

the normal year. The index prepared 

by the commission is the only one, 
to our knowledge, which is entirely 
made from prices collected first hand 
by the issuing body. Detailed in- 
formation as to the method of pre- 
paring this index and monthly prices 
of food’ and other commodities are 
given in the appendix of the com- 
mission’s report to the Legislature. 

The commission has constantly 
pointed-out that its cost of living in- 
dex should be regarded only as a 
barometer of living costs. Wage and 
salary disputes cannot be adjusted 
entirely on the rise and fall of cost 
of living figures, which, to be of any 
real value, must have a fixed base 
for purposes of comparison. Stand- 
ards of living, economic conditions. 
in an industry, and local factors are 
other most important elements that 
must be considered in wage disputes. 

Requests for the monthly cost of 
living index of the commission have 
bean received from governmental 
agencies, business organizations, la- 
bor unions, social workers, and others 
included in the attached mailing list, 
totaling about 300. No name is 
placed upon the mailing list except 
upon written request. Correspondents 
outside of Massachusetts, with the 
exception of governmental agencies, 
are required to furnish stamps to 
cover the cost of mailing this infor- 
mation each month. 

The commission respectfully sug- 
gests that your committee might. well 
solicit the opinion of such organiza- 
tions and persons enumerated in the 


attached list. as it may deem neces- . 


sary, in considering whether or not 
the compilation of the “cost of living 
index” is of sufficient value to war- 
rant its continuance. The commis- 
sion has not deemed it proper to 
solicit the opinion of these corre- 
spondents on its own accord, but at 
this time desires to place itself en- 
tirely at the disposal of the commit- 
tee in case the committee wishes to 
obtain the views of those who have 
requested and received this informa- 
tion.

At irregular intervals a shriek rends 
the air. Then laughter. And then the 
whole house calms down sufficiently to 
let the actors be heard. For “The Cat 
and the Canary” is another one of those 
mystery plays where the audience, 
keyed to a high pitch and tensely wait- 
ing for the expected to happen, is 
startled into outcry by the happening 
of the unexpected. Mutual obligation 
brings the six surviving heirs of the 
wealthy and peculiar Mr. Weat to 
Glencliff Manor on the Hudson to hear 
the reading of his last will and testa- 
ment at midnight and keeps them there 
until morning; mutual misery and jeal- 
ousy of the sole inheritor force them to 
seek each other's company in a house 
which imagination has peopled with 
“spooks.” Their reactions to the atmos- 
phere of the gloomy house and to their 
own suspicions produce three acta of 
well wrought suspense and a most sur- 
prising denouement. What this latter 
is has to be kept a secret from those 
who have not yet seen the play. 

The plausibility of the characters ts 
sustained throughout, and last night's 
performance gave indication that the 
parts had become more of a habit and 
less of a certain number of lines to 
speak than is usually the case with the 
whole cast of a stock company.

After an absence of over a year, “The 
Bat” returns to Boston and undoubtedly 
will discover plenty of people who had 
no opportunity to see this unusual play 
on its previous visit. The curious will 
continue to come and be puzzled or use 
their wit in an endeavor to obtain some 
rational clue as to the author of the 
strange happenings in the house of 
mystery. To judge from the silence 
last night in the tense moments, and 
the laughter at the points of relief, the 
size of the house did not militate against 
the effectiveness of the performance. 

There is the usual thunder and light- 
ning to enhance the feeling of suspense, 
and moments when there is no light on 
the stage, shadows on the curtains and 
a “spooky” hand inserted through a 
broken window pane. 

The plot violates all one's sense of 
credulity, though the theatergoer in 
search of amusement, does not ask for 
too much logic. Why seek for plausi- 
bility where doors open without visible 


motive power, lights go on and off with | 
startling suddenness and where de-. 


tective matches wit with criminal in 
a lonely house two miles from the 
nearest village, not to speak of “the 
bat" himself. 

If the object of the play is to con- 
found the onlooker in his search for 
something on which to base a logical 
untangling of the mystery skein, it 
serves its purpose well. The authors 
here displayed great ingenuity. But 
the dénouement is so sudden and the 
final curtain so close upon it that the 
suburbanite rushing for his train con- 
tinues to puzzle over various loose 
threads in the plot. And some come 
again to get the satisfaction of a 
clearer understanding, though the thrills 
of the unforeseen is absent. 

The part of Miss van Gorder was well 
played by Julia Stuart, representing a 
wit and courage in emergencies that 
gained her much applause. Most of the 
laughter was accorded the sallies of 
Ursula Ellsworth as lizzie. The doctor 


‘was played convincingly by Charles 


Gotthold, but there was: little of the 
subtle in the portrayal of the detective 
by Rodney Ranous, who conceived of 
this part as calling for a boorish, if not 
brutal, demeanor. The playing of the 
other parts was without marked dis- 
tinction.

ARGUES NOTED JURISPRUDENT 


Says 16th Amendment Empowers Congress to Tax 


Incomes From Any Source, and “Means It” 


Taxpayers see a vital point in the question’asked by Andrew W. Mellon, 
Secretary of the Umited States Treasury: “Should a system of taxation that 
permits a man with income of $1 000 a year 16 pay not one cent to the 
support of his Government remain unaltered?” The argument has been ad- 
wanced that tax-exempt bonds, of which $12,300000000 are afloat, cannot be 
taxed, although the Sixteenth Amendment reads: “Congress shall have power 

ta lay and collect taxes on incomes, from whatever source derived.” Rather 
than attempt to retrace steps, a bill is before Congress for another constitu- 
tional amendment to limit further isswtes. Tax-exempis make it easier for 
governménts to run up debt, yet they pay nothing directly to the expense they 
increase. Special attention is being given to taxation in The Christian 
Science Monitor. 


If the right to issue tax-exempt 
bonds by the American states and 
municipalities is being abused to the 
extent that Andrew W. Mellon, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, says it is, 
and if it is rendering the higher sur- 
taxes of the income tax inoperative, 
while allowing $12,309,000,000 to 
escape direct federal taxation—why, 
people ask, does not Congress step in

passage of the Sixteenth Amendment 
to overrule this decision, the vital 
question arose: Does the. amendment 
overthrow both parts of the decision, 
or only the first part? In this question 
is the crux of the whole present con- 
troversy. 

“From Whatever Source Dérived” 

Obiter dicta of the Supreme Court 
indicate that a number of the judges 
think the Sixteenth Amendment re- 
ferred only to the first part of the 
Pollock decision. If this view is cor- 


rect, then a new amendnient is neces- 
sary to overthrow the other half. But 
Dr. Corwin denies this, He quotes 
the plain words of the amendment, 
particularly the “from whatever 
source derived” clause. 

He says in part: 


The single application of the phrase 
is, then, ite literal application-—the 
Sixteenth Amendment saye that Con- 
gress may tax incomes “from what- 
ever source derived,” and it means it! 
The phrage, moreover, was admirably 
chosen to strike at the very roots of 
the entire theory of exemption, which 
is that because of their source certain 
incomes ought to be considered not as 
private property but instrumentalities 
of the Government.... The point is 
that the words, “from whatever source 
derived, “are an clear in themselves 
when not approached with preconcep- 
tions drawn from the outside that. in 
the words'of Chief Justice Marshall 
in a similar case, they “neither re- 
quire nor admit of elucidation.” 


Moritor, Dr. Corwin says that he 
thinks an amendment to give Congress 
the power to tax tax-cxempts would 
be defeated. He feels too, that under 
his interpretation of the Constitution 
the retroactive application of the 
Sixteenth Amendment as a matter of 
prudence should be avoided. He con- 
cludes: . . 

The act of Congress should operate 
only upon future issues and should 
extend to the states the same rights 
as to national securities as it asserts 


over local securities.

From the 
time that Jenner launched his specula- 
tive theory in 1798 there has never 
‘been a time when independent and 
“liberal minds in the community have 
“not rejected the doctrine of the ef- 
fi¢acy of vaccination with vigorous 
dialectic and abundant argument and 


evidence. 
. Historically considered, it will be 
geen that the money grant of £10,- 
000, voted to Jenner in 1862 by Par- 
Hament, was the overt act which de- 
cisively engaged on the side Sf vac- 
cination ‘theory and practice the 
power and prestige of British poli- 
ticians and physicians alike. This 
public gift put the pundits of the 
professional classes squarely behind 
Jennerian compulsion and never per- 
mitted a candid and philosophic dis- 
cussion of the question thereafter. 
And the record shows that the 
active antagonism to the practice of 
vaccination came not from ignorant 
and unintelligent persons, but from 
the leaders of thought and progress 
of the nineteenth century. In that 
category are to be found the names 
of Prof. Alfred Russell Wallace. 
whose essay “Vaccination a Delusion”’ 
still stands as a classic on this vexed 
subject; Herbert Spencer, the philoso- 
pher; John Stuart Mill, the econom- 
‘ist; John Bright; William E. Giad- 
stone: Francis W. Newman, the ac- 
complished brother of Cardinal New- 
man; Francis Power Cobbe, Florence 
Nightingale, and other distinguished 
men and women whose names have 
passed into history. 


Opposition from Physicians 


Nor was the active opposition con- 
fined. to the laity. Among the pro- 
fessional men were counted Dr. 
Charles Creighton, who was selected 
as an orthodox physician to prepare 
the article on “Vaccination” for the 
Encyclopedia Britannica. The evi- 
dence he found so revolutionized his 
faith that his article proved to be a

His volume entitled “Jen- 
ner and Vaccination” is one of the 
most illuminating pieces of evidence 
in the long controversy.

After lapse 
of 21 days, a pupil, called a “suspected 
diphtheria contact” who refuses to be 
cultured anc who for that reason is 
excluded from school, can return to 
school without medical restrictions, 
Under the circumstances, Dr. Hassler 
has acted in all fairness, according 
to fhe Public School League.

Nalives Appeal to Governor for Relief and for the Right 
to Retain Control of Children—Remarkable Document 


ADELAIDE, South Australia, Jan. 5 
(Special Correspondence)—There are 
some wonderful natives in South 
Australia. These men are among the 
reclaimed communities which have 
béen brought away from the contami- 
nating influences of civilization and 
placed under the beneficent control 
‘of mission stations. b 

Each of these men, in his way, is 
a genius. One is an accomplished 
stenographer, having acquired the 
winged art himself, and also an excel- 
lent typist. Another is a preacher of 
eloquence and learning, inspired by 
evangelical fire, and is now in Sydney, 
New South Wales, attracting large 
crowds. He has already occupied a 
prominent city pulpit. This black is 
a passionate student of the problem 
of perpetual motion, and is working 
out his own theory with amazing 
skill and unwearying patience. Still 
another is a scholar and philosopher, 
and has decided literary jalent. This 
is F. N. Kropinyeri, and he js the 
author of a petition which has aroused 
great public interest here. Three 
dusky ambassadors have just brought 
the document to the city. It was-in- 
tended for presentation to the Gov-

Which of the two contending parties 
is right? We will see presently.

REVIEW OF TRADE 


AND FINANCE IN’ 
CANADA FOR WEEK 


Bank Clearings, Imports, Ex- 
ports and Rail Traffic Gain 
—Immigration Heavier 


OTTAWA, Feb. 12 (Speci#i)—Cana- 
dian business conditions continue to be 
satisfactory. It is difficult to gauge 
them by recent statistics, as the bank 
clearings for last week include the op- 
erations attending the floating of the 
$50,000,000 Canadian National Railways 
loam: They were 52 per cent over those 
for the corresponding week last year; 
but as the increase in western cities 
alone was 25 per cent, and very little 
of the loan was taken out there, it is 
quite evident that business is much 
better than it was a year ago. 

Imports are larger than they were 
last February, and the same may be 
said of exports. During the first four 
months of the current crop year, that 
is to Dec. 31, the total exports of 
whéat were 138,000,000 bushels, of which 
96,000,000 went through American ports. 

The growth of this grain trade since 
1900 has been of a remarkable char- 
acter. In 1900-01 the total exports cf 
wheat were only 9,359,000 bushels; but 
during the crop year ended August, 
1923, they were 229,681.000 bushels. Dur- 
ing 1900-01 the exports’ of flour were 
only 1,187,000 barrels; during the year 
ended August last, thev were 11,000,000 
barrels. 

Railway Traffic Increases 


Railway traffic held- up well during 
the last month. Car loadings during 
the week ended Feb. 2 were 52,420, an 
increase of about 5600 over the number 
for the corresponding week last year. 

The increase was fairly well dis- 
tributed, though it was much larger 
in the west than in the east, due chiefly 
to much heavier shipments of grain 
and cattle. The number of cars re- 
ceived from American connections 
showed .an increase of 3000 during the 
week, here is no reason to think 
that this rate of increase will not be 
maintained. 

The Ontario Savings Bank branches 
report savings’ of approximately $20,- 
000,000 in their vaults, and this during 
the short period of 18 months. At the 
rate these deposits are increasing this 


combined institution will soon be very | 


important in Canadian banking. Char- 
tered banks are adopting a very con- 
servative policy in respect to branches. 

Until recently one of the outstanding 
features of the Canadian system Was 
the rate at which branches were opened. 
This was especially true of the year 
following the armistice, when more 
than 900 were opened. Last year 150 
branches were closed and this year the 
number will be still further reduced. 
The overhead expense in the case of 
many is too heavy. ‘Canadian banks 
continue to extend their operations in 
the West Indies, in Cuba and South 
America. Of 18 branches opened by 
the Royal Bank last year 10 were in 
Cuba.

KANSAS CITY ROAD 


MUST BE SOLD TO 
PAY GOVERNMENT 


NEW YORK, Feb. 12-—-The Govern- 
ment claim against the Kansas City, 
Mexico & Orient Railroad, to satisfy 
'which the road has been ordered sold, 
arises from a loan of $2,500,000 first 
made Dec. 1, 1920, for one year and re- 
newed for two years, with $264,000 un- 
paid interest. The loan is secured by 
an equal amount of receiver certificates, 
which by order of the court were made 
first lien on all property of the rail- 
road and its receiver. 

In August, 1922, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission issued an order pre- 
scribing a division of joint rates on 
through traffic more favorable to the 
Orient, proportions going to the Orient 
being increased by 15 to 30 per cent of 
the fotal through rate. Connecting iines 
did not oppose such relief. Steps were 
also taken to obtain routing of as much 


government freight as possible over the! 


Orient. 

In 11 months of 1923 the Orient had 
a ss income of $3,275,105, compared 
with $2,640,443 in the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1922; net operating deficit was 
$215,749, compared with $518,922. 

In the United States the Orient owns 
738 miles of road and in Mexico 226. 
The Mexican mileage is in disconnected 
pleces, none connected with the Amer- 
ican mileage. The company has out- 
standing $5,640,000 short time notes tong 
overdue, secured by $31,000,000 adjuat- 
ment mortgage bonds of the Kansas cor- 
poration. 

An issue of about $9,000,000 bonds of 
the Texas corporation are owned by the 
Kansas corporation. The road's securi- 
ties are largely held in England, where 
preparations to reorganize it were in- 
ee by the outbreak of war in 
1914.

~Manufacturets Expect No Big Bonds of the highest grade 
Demand to Arise—Substi-

NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Feb. 12 (Spe- 
cial)—Primary cotton goods markets 
have continued dull and listiess during 
the last weck, with very little price 
change, despite the slightly softer tone 

-in the raw material tnarkets. 
Large distribytors,of cotton goods are 
now beginning to feel cerjgin that the 
supply of cétton will be sufficient to: 
cover what the mills will need for the. 
remainder of the Beason, and possibly 
provide for a dmall carryover into next 
season, thqugh they admit this will be 
even more limited in quantity than last 
year. 

In view of the very light trading in 
Kray goods, some of the cotton gvods 
manufacturers are beginning themselves 
to believe that this view of the situatiwn 
is more likely to.be correct, ard that 
there is not likely to be any mad scram- 
ble for cotton, 

The high price of gray goods, 
brought about by 33 to 35 cent raw 
cotton, they believe has. fully dis- 
counted the shortuge and has forced 
the use of m&ny substitutes for cotton 
goods, thus materially reducing the de- 
mand for cotton. 

A notable instance of this is the use 
of burlap instead of coarse cotton goods 
for the foundation for much of the 
rubberized and leatherized material that 
goes into the manufacture of_ automo- 
biles of the cheaper grade. It has been 

. found possible. to weave fine burlap! 
close enough to produce a material 
sufficiently impervious to be used for 
cement bags and flour bags, and mills 
that have produced osnaburgs for this 
purpose e losing a very substantial 
part of their trade—possibly for all 
tirne. 

Turning Away From Cotton 

With fine cotton goods’ priced prac- 
tically the same as linen, the house- 
wives are turning to the flaxen product 
again for tablecloths, for sheets and 
pillow cases, and even for fine walist- 
ings.

Civilizations and cultures be- 
come antagonistic. And the animosity which has divided

churches and produced. factions inside religious com- _ 


munities is one of the commonplaces of history. Never 
before,- perhaps, has this influence been so active or 
aggressive as it is today. The Great War was largely 
the outcome of the intense and self-centered nationalism 
of the peoples of Europe, a nationalism which does not 
as yet appear to have abated at all. 
problems which are looming up before this century are 
clearly going to center about international color feeling, 
a relatively new force in international affairs. And it 
requires no excessive perspicacity to detect the consolida- 
tion of Capital and Labor into two political groups which 
is now going on over a large part of the globe. 

The associafion of people into groups for mutual 
intercourse, or for the pursuit of common ends, is, it 
goes without sayjng, a perfectly right and healthy 
thing. In fact, movements having such an aim exist in 
order to bridge social and economic gulfs by a special 
form of brotherly association. The trouble arises when 
the association begins to assume an exclusive or an 
antagonistic attitude toward those outside, and its primary 
constructive aim becomes perverted by pride or selfish- 
ness, suspicion or fear. Thus the dividing of humanity 


into nations is obviously right. It enables each group to. 


levelop a certain corporate individuality, to make dis- 
tinctive contributions to the progress of civilization, in 
addition to maintaining the ordinary structure of polit 
ical life, but when nationalism becomes infected by indif- 
ference, jealousy, feat, or contempt for other nations, it 
leads straight and inevitably to war. 

It is the same with color. It is right that the peoples 
of Asia and Africa should wish to take a position in the 
world equal to that of any other peoples. But if they 
attempt to force rights which they have not won, or if the 
peoples of Europe attempt to exercise a control which is 
no longer needed, or is used for selfish ends, there also 
we find the seeds of future war. The case is even clearer 
with Capital and Labor. If Capital claims the right to 
too large a share of the product of collective effort, or 
attempts to conduct business autocratically, as if those 
collectively grouped as Labor were but human machines, 
or on the other hand if Labor regards the capitalist. as 
‘he enemy of society and denies to enterprise and Capital 
the legitimate freedom it claims for itself, then we shall 
move along the path toward revolution &nd civil war. 

Nobody can look out over the world today and per- 
suade himself that these estranging influences are not 
abroad, trying busily to separate and embitter mankind. 
Incitements to fear, hatred, and envy are to be found in 
speeches, in newspapers, everywhere. The divisions 
which sunder the races, the color groups, or the nations 
of the earth, or the class which owns most of the wealth 
from the majority which seek employment at their hands, 
have not yet been bridged. Unless they are bridged they 
will break forth in due time in the fires of human strife, 
as such divisions have done from the beginning of time. 
They will not disappear if they are ignored. People ‘in 
1913 were everywhere saying that there could never be 
another war. Yet the worst war in history started in 
1914. And so today. Unless the nations and the classes 
resolutely put aside their selfishness, and greed, and jeal- 
ousy, and work for co-operation and unity, these evils 
will-produce their inevitable fruits. 

The truth, of course, is that humanity is a single 
family, ¢ach membetr of which owes to.all the others the 
inescapable duty. of mutual brotherly love. They simply 
cannot band themselves together into nations, and races, 
and classes, each asking with the assurance of a long- 
established. tradition, “Am I my brother’s keeper?” and 
not expect trouble to follow. The evils which threaten 
today are not the product of some unknown and unknow- 
able cause. 
selfishness, the greed and dishonesty, to which men and 
women yield allegiance in every walk in life. Yet the 
way of dispelling these threatening clouds is simple. It 
is to start from the premise that all men and nations are 
in reality brethren, and that they must act toward one 
another as if they were brothers, seeking their own pros- 
perity and happiness, not in selfish accumulation ‘of 
Wealth, or pride of place or power, but in the mutual 
practice of the Golden Rule. Then, and then only, will 
mankind progress steadily toward that peace and free- 
dom which it seeks today. 


THE British Director of Civil Aviation, Sir W. S.

When the 
proposed commercial airway to India is operating on a 
paying basis, as is expected to be the case within the 
next five years, the traveling public should be ready also 
to make the trip in comfort across the Atlantic in one of 
the great air liners that aircraft designers have in mind. 

Canada should be able to make a very strong bid for 
the transatlantic air service when it comes. Airship

Boston, and other American cities. At the present time, 
however, Canada has no mooring mast or landing estab- 
lishment for airships. It is apparently as necessary to 
construct spécially designed terminals for.an airway as 
for a railway. : os ee Oe eae 
Meteorology will be an important factor in determin- 
ing where the airway terminals areto be located.

But the moor- 
ing tower has to be located at a point where it will be 
visible during the day, without too many interruptions 
due to foggy weather.

as satisfactory for passengers as are the modern rail- 
way stations and landing piers at ocean ports.

Better Way saved the day, and Chile entered 


|| upon a new political era that 
= must be classed among the im- 
portant events in'the history of that country. The polit- 
ical crisis in Chile hinged on a deadlock between Presi- 
dent Alessandri and the Senate majority over certain 
measures having to do with an income tax that did not 
meet with the approval of this majority. When matters 


‘were at their worst, the man of the hour arose to his 
_ opportunity. Guillermo Rivera, Senator for the commer- 


cial and enlightened community of Valparaiso, and presi- 
dent of the Commission Conservadora, which is looked 
upon as the watchdog of the Constitution of Chile when 
Congress is not in session, undertook what almost every- 
body considered a hopeless task : to bring about a working 
agreement between President Alessandri, as head of the 
Allianza Liberal, and the Senate majority, represented in 
that other important political body, the Union Nazional. 
Just what compromises were effected matters little 
to the world outside that immediate section of America. 
Enough that Sefior Rivera was the instrument to bring 
about political peace. He was successful in his efforts 
beyond most expectations. He tackled the outstanding 
problem in a practical fashion, He set down concrete 
proposals in a form which appealed to both sides. And 
what is greatly to the point, he kept the newspaper-reading 
public fully informed, and in that manner found strong 
support among moderate men and independent journals. 
A South American statesman never spoke truer words 
than when Beltran Mathieu, Chilean Ambassador to the 
United States, who happened to be in his home country 
during the acute political crisis, said that with the matter 
adjusted he foresaw a gradual advance to a period of 
great economic development in that Nation. The Presi- 
dent is expected to work in closest harmony with the new 
Cabinet. Senor Mathieu, in discussing what he called 
the pacific revolution of Chile, said that in its way it was 
as remarkable as the recent political events in England. 
We need not go very far afield to observe how other 
nations below the Rid Grande have as yet not learned the 
lesson of pacific action in matters having to do with 
internal politics. At any rate, gradually the enlightened 
peoples of Latiri America are waking up to the fact that 
legitimate political differences med not mean recourse to 
arms. In the case of such internal differences, advantage 
is often taken by other countries who believe they have 
axes of their own to grind. 
to reason that a united front is at all times preferable to 
squabbles dangerous to the welfare of the state itself. 
Chile is to be congratulated on having chosen the bet- 


ter way. 


UNQUESTIONABLY the motive of the progressive 
bloc in the United States Senate in wresting the chairman- 
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Committee from Mr. Cummins 
“was to make easier, if possible, 
| changes in the present Trans- 
-- portation Act, known as the 
‘Esch-Cummins law. Senator 
La Follette of Wisconsin has 
long been known as the implaca- 
ble and tireless foe of the railroads. He gained his lead- 
ership of the Wisconsin Republican Party through his 
determination to break the hold of the railroad lobby 
on the government of his State. It was a bitter and 
desperate fight, which ended in victory for the “champion 
of the farmers’ and his election as Governor for three 
successive terms and his elevation to the United States 
Senate, where he has remained, despite strong opposi- 
tion, for many years. | ° 
During most of the time since his election to the 
Senate, Mr. La Follette has continued his warfare against 
the railroads. Evidently he has never allowed himself to 
forget an enmity which estranged him from those with 
whom he associated in his earlier years in political cau- 
cuses and conventions. Now, as for some time past, he 
is leveling his shafts particularly at the provisions of the 
law which fix. the basis of railroad -yaluation, upon 
which rates for freight and passenger service are calcu- 


latéd. He insists that- the only true basis which should - 


be sought in ascertaining actual physical values is that 
of present worth as an investment. It is his view, shared 
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tion of approximately $19,000,000,000, upon which rates 
are based, contains many billions of “water.” Thus he 
seeks to provide by law for the squeezing out of alleged 
fictitious values. In his own words he states: ‘These 
amendments, if enacted, will fix as the rate base the 
amount of money prudently invested in the properties 
by the owners, and will outlaw for rate-mraking purposes 
the inflated and fraudulent claims of alleged values now 
put forward by the railroads.” oe 

If it is true, as stated, that present valuations are 
in fact fictitious, there should be, so far as the people 
of the United States are.conctrned, no great opposition 
to the plan to get at the truth of the matter. 
defense can be made of a system which penalizes the 
pyblic and compels the payment of interest, in the form 
of freight and passenger rates, upon watered or fictitious 
investments. Senator La Follette has proved to his own 
satisfaction that this injustice is being done. But the 
“proof has never been made quite so clear to the public 
in whose behalf he professes to speak. The appraisals 
of railroad properties have been made by boards in whom 
there has been reason to bestow confidence. ies

The great purpose of those who are either members 
of or sponsors for the Scouts, is to enlarge the activities 
of the organization.

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BotsHevisM and» the Treaty of Versailles have been 
obliged, between them, to bear most of the blame for the 
world’s postwar woes. Uprisings in Afghanistan, student 
rebellions in Korea, strikes in Melbourne, unrest im South 
Africa, a riot in the Argentine, and a labor war in Herrin, [U.— 
all these—and many mmore—have been inspired, so we are told. 
in the Red halls of Moscow, and financed from the pot of gold 
at the end of the Communist rainbow. And what is left to 
be accounted for—a good bit, to be sure—is laid to the Treaty 
of Versailles. 

Treaties of peace do not lend themselves to easy popularity. 
Least of all, apparently, the Treaty of Versailles. The prob- 
lems with which it dealt were too complex to win for it spon- 
taneous approval, however they were solved. It is left, there- 
fore, with few defenders and many assailants. One of the 
most brilliant of the assaults made upon it is that of Dr. 
Herbert Adams Gibbons, who, in “Europe Since 1918” (The 
Century Co.) has torn to shreds the work.of the peacemakers 
of Paris and, turning aside from the idealistic model which 
they professed to follow, has patched the Treaty together again, 
in a modernist conception of vindictiveness enthroned. 

One follows Dr. Gibbons through.the maze of Versailles- 
concocted injustices and is amazed that a new world war has 
heen so long delayed. On second thought, however, two facts 
of some significance are apparent: First, though the Treats 
willed to the world many minor, unsolved problems, it appears 
to have avoided major injustices with some show of success. 
There is no .Alsace-Lorraine to cast a permanent shadow across 
Europe's sky, nor even an Italia Irredenta to block the road 
to peace. ‘This is not to minimize the seriousness of the lesser 
problems left by the peace. But it is worthy of note that. 
though three years ago a whole crop of small wars flourished 
because of them, today not one of these minor—and chiefly 
territorial—questions is in the forefront of European interest 
and concern. : 

> aoa > 

A further fact follows: that the unsolved questions which, 
today, perpetuate Europe’s chags are less inherent in the Treaty 
of Versailles than in the method of its enforcement. This, 
from the point of view of America, i$ the vital consideration, 
for if the Treaty—and all that it contains—is the product of 
depravity, then the United States is well out of a situation 
that it could not better. But if, on the other hand, the difficulty 
has been in the carrying out of the Treaty, then America must 


bear a share of the blame for refusing to throw its influence 


on the side of justice and restoration. And, furthermore, in 
this case the opportunity to change.the face of things in Europe 
is still an American opportunity, since American influence, even 
now, might modify the methods by which the Treaty is 
enforced. 

We refuse, therefore, to subscribe to Dr. Gibbons’ despair 


- at Europe’s inability to lift itself back to order by its own 


boot-straps. And we persist in the faith that America, with 
its shoulder to the task, could speéd the needed restorations of 
peace. | 

It is doubtful, however, if a more lucid presentation of thc 
facts of post-war Europe has been given than that contained 
in Dr’? Gibbons’ book. From Versailles to September, 1923. 
is a long road to traverse, and an exceedingly tortuous one. 
Dr. Gibbons travels it with the confidence of an old guide 
who has gone that way before, and to whom evident and very 
great changes have not obliterated the major features of the 
landscape. 
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Some individuals, of whom we have heard, if they should 
note the crimson covers of the book and turn, in it, to the 
chapter, “Russia Under the Soviets,” would, forthwith, con- 
nect the two and consign Dr. Gibbons and all his works to 
the outer darkness with the Communists. ° For, writes Dr. 
Gibbons: “The Russian revolution, occurring at any other 
time than in the midst of a war affecting the interests of al! 
nations, would have been regarded sympathetically, and its 
excesses would have been deemed inevitable.” And, again, 
“In dealing with the internal evolution and foreign policy of 
Russia during the years following the World War, we must 
get away from the belief that Bolshevism and Russia are 
synonymous.” 

It is uncomfortable to hear the Soviet régime spoken of in 
a six-of-one-and-half-a-dozen-of-the-other fashion such as this: 
“We accuse the Russians of having deserted the common cause 
during the war. The Russians accuse us of having involved them 
in a war in which their losses were greater than those of anv 
other belligerent, by territorial bribes to the old Tsarist 
Government, and then, when regenerated Russia spoke for an 
idealistic peace, of having turned against them.” 

On another matter—a matter which most Americans feel 
impelled to handle with care—Dr. Gibbons is equally out- 
spoken and equally clear. Speaking of the interallied debts 
he says: “However little it may appeal to us on first sight as 
a business proposition to cancel French and Italian debts in 
return for the sweeping modification by these two nations of 
indemnity demands upon Germany, we may yet come to see 
that such a course would be, not only a magnificent contribution 
to world peace, but also good business for ourselves. For our 
farmers and manufacturers alike, is not the restoration of

Buenos Aires Looks to the Future 


SoutH AMERICA, mirrored in Buenos Aires, is no longer 
peopled with “mere protegés of the Monroe Doctrine,” writes 
Anne Hard in the New Republic. First impgessions of this 
southern city is one of a “tangle of shipping, of a line of ele- 
vators, of a press of vehicles.” But to this, Miss Hard declares, 
one quickly adds a sense 6f a certain urge of energy which 
is a forecast of the future, rather than a picture of the past. 
“You look off across the River Plate toward Uruguay to no 
shore line, as you"might look off to no shore line across Lake 


.Michigan. You ride in c street car past great railroad stations 


filled with electrical locomotives, and with steam locomotives, 
and with trains, and with-engines under steam, and with lines 
of freight cars; and you cross a little river that might be the 
Chicago River as it was three decades ago. Nature did little 
for ‘B. A.’ in the way of beauty, as she did little for Chicago. 
The citizens have done everything.” 
Beyond the city, we are told, are plains, like those of the 
American middle west: “plains and. the tall Andes, grains 
and cattle and fruits, push from the westward back upon 
Buenos Airts to change it from just a town of Latin charm 
to a town of metropolitan might—still with unabated: charm.”
